At the time oof writing, a feeder 
eteer is not worth more than two 
cents per pound, making a 700-pound 
steer worth §14. A 300 pound gain

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Although the price of rice has 
increased in Japan this summer, 
that cereal is mostly in the hands of 
the government and big operators, 
the farmers having sold out when 
prices were still low to raise money. 
Due to their general impoverishment, 
they must now realize on their 
wheat. ‘ 

Hitherto, the big flour mills have 
used mostly imported wheat due to 
its superior quality, while the small 
mills, scattered throughout the itt 
terior, have used the domestic wheat 
as they were close to the source of 
supply and the quality has satisfied 
their country customers. 

Australian wheat “flour cut seri- 
ously into the Manchukuo market 
this year, due to low prices, the busi- 
ness being mainly in the hands of the 
large firm of Mitsui. During the 
summer, however, the big Japanese 
mills regained most of the Manchu- 
kuo market owing to higher Aus- 
tralian prices. 

Early this year it was expected 
the carryover of domestic wheat 
would be heavy but, in view of the 

patly increased use of this wheat 
by the big flour mills and their re- 
covery of the Manchukuo market, as 
well as increased exports to other 
far eastern markets, stocks are 
rapidly decreasing. 

As a result, a brisk demand for im- 
ported wheat should develop later. 


Canada’s Gold Production 


Month Of June Showed An Increase 
Of More Than One Million 

Canada’s ‘gold production during 
the month of June showed an in- 
crease in value of more than one mil- 
lion dollars although the quantity 
produced was 19,000 ounces less than 
in the corresponding month of last 
year. The output in June amounted 
to 242,713 ounces as compared with 
259,706 ounces in May and 262,460 
ounces in June, 1933, according to a 
report issued by the Dominion Bureau 
-of . Statistics... Ontario was © first 
among the provinces with an output 
.of 169,445 Ounces, British Columbia 
was second with 30,681 ounces, and 
Quebec third with 29,512 ounces. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan produc- 
ed 5,471 ounces of gold, while the 
productoin in Nova Scotia and Al- 
berta amounted to 297 ounces. Placer 
gold produced in the Yukon totalled 
7,127-ounces. In addition to the new 
gold received at the Royal Canadian 
Mint, 5,195 ounces of gold were re- 
covered from jewellery and scrap 
during the month. Gold recovered 


from these sources during the six 


months ended June totalled 87,020 
ounces. 

During the six-month period ended 
June 30, 1,433,810 ounces of gold 
were produced in Canada.

London Managed To Ensure Stillness 
For Sleeping Hours 

London’s campaign to quiet the big 
city during sleeping hours was inau- 
gurated with complete success a 
half hour before midnight on a re- 
cent Monday -night.

Salvaging Gold From Chimney 
U.S. Assay Office Reclaims It From 
The Soot 

Since the U.S. government devalu- 
ated the dollar, almost doubling the 
dollar value of every scrap of gold; 
the Assay office in New York has 
been using every conceivable precau- 
tion in its melting room to conserve 
the metal. The Assay Office is housed 
in a relatively new building, white 

t and severe, at the corner of Old Slip 

and South Street. One of its im- 
portant installations is called a fume 
precipitator—in reality; a series of 
metal sleeves, each plumbed by a 
chain. Alternating currents run 
through the chains and the sleeves; 
and, as smoke passes up the chim- 
ney, the soot particles, containing 
minute quantities of gold, are dashed 
from the air by this electric barrage, 
and fall to the bottom of the flue. 
This precious residue is collected once 
or twice a year by men who go into 
the basin of the chimney and shovel 

\ it out. The Assay Office realizes 
$10,000 to $15,000 on the sale of gold 
reclaimed from chimney soot. Even 
the dust on the walls is collected for 
gold.

Around The World Cruise 


Cunard White Star Liner To Make 
Interesting Calls At Many Ports 


Preliminary enquiries ‘throughout 
Ametica indicate that the 1985 
Around the World Cruise of the Cun- 
ard White Star liner Franconia will 
be well, booked up. The Franconia 
will follow the route around the 
Southern Hemfsphere as she has done 
during the past two seasons. The 
liner will leave New York on Satur- 
day, Jan. 12, and sail south for her 
first port of call at Kingston, Jamaica. 
Here there will be a drive to Spanish 
Town and other points of interest for 
passengers. Leaving Jamaica on the 
16th the Franconia arrives at Pana- 


; ma on the 18th calling at Cristobal. 


A daylight passage of the Panama 
Canal is made, with an auto drive to 
Colon, Ancon, Panama City and Old 
Panama. 

The Franconia calls at San Pedro 
in California to allow Westerners to 
embark for the cruise and also to 
permit passengers to drive to Los 
Angeles, Hollywood, Beverley Hillis 
and other famous California resorts, 

Crossing the Pacific the Franconia 
will call at the Hawaiian Islands, 
where two days will be spent from 
Feb. 2 to Feb. 4. The itinerary here 
calls for tours to Hilo and Honolulu, 
the Lave Tubes, the Kilauea Volcano, 
the Fern Forest, Diamond Head and 
Waikiki Beach. An unusual call will 
be made in the Society Islands at Pa- 
peete (Tahiti). Here preparations are 
being made for entertainment and 
dancing by nativés to amuse the pas- 
sengers. Cook Islands will be visited 
two days later and there will be a 
motor drive in the Island’ of Raro- 
tongep with native dancing at 
Avarua. Recalling the late Louis 
Stevenson, a visit will be made to 
Vailima, his home in Apia in the 
Samoan Islands. The famous “Siva” 
or native dance will be performed in 
Apia. 

The Franconia then sails on to the 
Fiji Islands, with a motor drive into 
the interior where there will be 
“Mekes” or tribal dances performed. 
The Franconia will also visit Aus- 
tralasia. Five days will be spent in 
New Zealand; commencing with a 
motor drive from Auckland, a two 
days inland tour to Rotorua. and the 
famous Thermal district, with visits 
to Maori villages. Two days will be 
spent in Australia, with motor drives 
in and around Sydney, including 
visits to the famous beaches, the 
New Bridge, Koala Bear Farm and 
the celebrated zoo. A special exhibi- 
tion of boom throwing will be 
arranged at the native settlement of 
La Peruse. There will be an optional 
two days trip over the Blue Moun- 
tains to Mount Victoria and the Jen- 
olan Caves. 4 

March 11 finds the Franconia at 
Port Moresby (Papua) New Guinea. 
A visit to the Papuan village at 
Hanabanda will include tribal dances 
by natives. Another unusual port 
of call for the Franconia will be in 
the Lesser Sunda Islands with a 
visit ashore at Kalabahai. A day or 
two will be spent in Bali at Telok 
Padang with visits to temples and 
magnificent ‘scenic points. There will 
be an exhibition here of native arts 
and crafts and Balinese dancing. Two 
days will be spent in Java.

The total value of the 
cheese made was $11,113,918, a de- 
crease of two per cent., the average 
factory price per pound having ad- 
vanced from 9.44 cents in 1932 to 
10.01 cents in 19388. On the other 
hand, the production of creamery but- 
ter in the Dominion rose to 218,532,- 
307 pounds, an’ increase over the 
preceding year of two per cent. 

It is evident that Canada is con- 
tinuing to lose her grip upon the Bri- 
tish cheese market, where once she 
was supreme, and if things continue 
at the present rate it will be only a 
matter of time before she has been 
swept off that market by the force of 
New Zealand’s competition.—Brock- 
ville Recorder and Times, 


Europe’s Newest Capital 


Kiev Is Now Chief entre Of Ukrain- 
fan Republic 

Burope’s newest capital is estab- 
lished in one of Russia’s oldest cities 
—ancient Kiev, on the banks of the 
Dneiper river. . 

Kiev, from now on, will be the 
seat of the government of the Uk- 
rainian republic of the U.S.S.R. Gov- 
ernment officials and members of the 
central committee of the party in the 
Ukraine already have moved into 
their new quarters and documents, 
files and equipment were transferred 
from Kharkov, the old capital. 

Extensive ceremonies: marked the 
transfer, for Soviet Russia regards 
the change in capital as a proof of 
the stability of the Communist re- 
gime in the southern regions, har- 
assed first by civil-war and later by 
outbreaks of separatist sentiment. © 

Kiev is traditionally the capital of 
the Ukraine. From that. city, the 
Czars’ governors administered the 
province and there the first Com nun- 
ist government was set up. The 
capital was moved to Kharkov only 
during the civil war when it appeared 
that the Whites might overrun the 
town. 

Kiev is one of Russia’s oldest cities. 
It was founded a 1,000 years ago and 
for ‘generations figured as the most 
important link between Muscovy and 
the eastern empire of Constantinople. 

In the 13th century, the Tartars of 
the Golden Horde took the city. Later 
it passed into the hands of the Lithu- 
anian Vitovte, who there proclaimed 
himself “King of all the Russian 
countries.” It was captured by the 
grand dukes of Muscovy in 1654 and 
from that time on became a truly 
Russian city. 


Building More Warships 


Construction Of Twenty-Four Planned 
By United States 

The world public is given some- 
thing to look at and think about in 
announcement from Washingtén that 
the United States is going in at once 
for construction of 24 warships. 

The cost of these ships is not given, 
but it will run into many Millions. 
This expenditure is being made when 
the United States already has a de- 
ficit for the current year of over 
seven billions of dollars; when 10,- 
000,000 of its population are still un- 
employed. and want is rampant 
through the land; when through 
drouth and other factors, agriculture 
almost throughout the country is in 
the most parlous position it has ever 
been, and when the whole ecoonmic 
situation in the nation is in a critical 
atate. 

The announcement of this construc- 
tion comes at a time of growing 
world consciousness that in arma-

It comes at a time of grow- 
ing public recognition that arma- 
ments are only an incentive to more 
armaments.

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Indian Adviser Retires 


Doctor Ardagh Will Be Missed By 
B.C. Tribes 

Dr. Vernon Ardagh, the “Old Doe” 

who has been confidant and adviser 
to northern British Columbia Indians 
for 44 years, has retired to Van- 
couver at the age of 70. 
* He was a pupil of Westward Ho 
school in Devonshire with Rudyard 
Kipling, who was nicknamed “Gig- 
lamps” because he wore glasses. 

Dr. Ardagh graduated from Edin- 
burgh medical school in 1885 and was 
sent by the Church of England Mis- 
sion Society to British East Africa, 
now Kenya Colony. He was. in- 
valided home a year and a half later 
with malaria, — 

British Columbia was selected by 
the society,as the young doctor’s next 
field. He arrived at.the Indian vil- 
lage of Ketlakatla in 1889 and, two 
years later, established the first hos- 
pital in that area. 

The doctor visited England in 1901 
and remained there 10 years, but re- 
turned to British Columbia in 1911 
to resume the practice of medicine 
under the direction of the bishop 27f 
the diocese. He ministered to the 
Indians at Kisgagas, on the Babine 
river, and at Kitynga, on the Skeena. 
For 22 years he has lived at Kitynga 
village. 

Dr. Ardagh speaks many Indian 
dialects, including Tsimpean, Haida 
and Chinook.

‘ is another object in mind—how to re- 
claim for the land its binding and 
freshness due to years of drouth. 

For months the Dominion depart- 
ment of agrichiture has been experi- 
menting with grasses gathered from 
all parts of the world to determine 
the best to act as a binder to the 
wind-tosged soil of the prairies, Agri- 
cultural experts believe many varts 
of the West never will regain: their 
paramount place as wheat producers 
until the soil has been rebound and 
rejuveriated. Eventually it may lead 
to_ reforestation and irrigation on a 
wide scale. 

Some idea of the vastness of the 
problem may be gathered from these 
figures: In Manitoba, 1,000,000 acres 
in 13 municipalities affected by the 
drouth. Sixty per cent: of the culti- 
vated acreage of Saskatchewan has 
been dried out and 40 per cent. will 
not produce a marketable crop this 
year. The dry area in Alberta is 

- 2,000,000 acres, a decrease from last 
year. Some sections of the prairies 
have had five crop failures in a row. 

Agreements were signed last week 
between the Canadian railways, the 
federal-government and the prairie 
governments. providing reduced rates 
on livestock feed moved to the dry 
sections and cattle and hoi:+s ship- 
ped to northern ranges. It will be 
impossible to transfer #1 the half- 
starved. stock from the _ dried-out 
areas and some are not wrth the 
cost of feeding. It may result in 
wholesale slaughter of. cattle to be 
processed into hog feed. 

A trickle of emigration has started 
from ‘the dry sections Lut this is not 
regarded as practical cn any large 
scale. In Saskatchewan, for instance, 
40,000 families, probably 200,000 peo- 
ple, have farms in the Grouth sec- 
tions. About 100 families have de- 
serted their farms in the south and 
selected new land in the north, but 
this movement is limited to the avail- 

“able acreage’ of unbroken land of 

“good quality. In addition, ‘western 
farmers are the world’s best optitn- 
ists and, like everybody else, dislike 
leaving their settled farms. 

It is impossible to say how much 
the Dominion will spend this year in 
drouth relief. It has been placed be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000 in 


addition to direct relief for the peo-. 


ple. It wilf be impossible to give an 
estimate until a decision is made on 
the campaign to reclaim the tand and 
this is not expected for some time. 

The Dominion already has taken 
steps to thwart speculators in hay, 
due to the needs of the west and 
the small Canadian crop. It has pass- 
‘ed regulations forbidding the export 
of hay without license. This will con- 
serve the Canadian supply in view 
of crop failures in the United States 
and Washington’s removal of the $5 
a ton tariff. 


English Bakers Would 
Want Canadian Flour 


If They Could Get Better Price For 
Their Bread 

A five-year plan is underway in 
Great. Britain in an effort to add to 
the consumption of varieties of bread 
and in some way obtain price regula- 
tion, stated J. H. Merrett, of Cardiff, 
one of 12 members of the National 
Association of Master Bakers and 
Confectioners visiting Canada. 

Both Mr. Merrett and William 
Collier of Leigh, past president of 
the association, said a bread price 
war had prevailed in Britain for the 
last two years. In the Manchester 
and Liverpool district, they said, un- 
til four months ago bread sold: as 
low “as a penny a pound delivered 
to the door.” 

If the bakers can obtain a better 
price for their bread, they added, they 
will demand thé higher quality flour 
from Canada. They declared the 
percentage of Canadian wheat in 
their bread was not as high as it 
should be at present.

Cotton, tobacco, wheat and ‘torn- 
hog benefit payments will total $779,- 
402,000, officials estimated: Of this! 
sum $282,882,519.21 had been paid 
out up to August 25. 

Of the latter payments, cotton

$46,815,988, and tobacco growers,

In addition to the $779,402,000— 
which is being paid out to farmers 
for controlling production — cattle 
raisers will net about $120,000,000 
and sheepmen approximately $7,500,- 
000' by selling drouth-stricken ani- 
mals to the government. This raises 
the total for farm adjustments close 
to $1,000,0000,000. 

The figures do not include benefit 
payments under the sugar program 
which is still being drafted.

How To Organize ‘A Poultry Pool 


Preparing Poultry For Shipment 
Important Part Of Business 

Producers’ poultry pools, where 
farmers assemble, box pack and 
make ready their own poultry, are 
growing in popularity and utility in 
practically every province of the Do- 
minion, and the reason why there is 
not a poultry pool in every district 
is because the farmers, however 
willing, have not had the time to find 
out exactly how: to proceed about the 
business. Markets pay a piemium’ 
for poultry of the highest quality, 
when properly - graded, box packed, 
and government inspected. 

In all this work, the Poultry Ser- 
vices of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture play a leading part, as- 
sisting the farmers in “very way in 
organizing and carrying out the 
working arrangement of pools. These 
services have just issued a pamphlet 
on why and how to organize a poul- 
try pool, and the pamphict is all the 
more welcome to the many farmers 
interested in that it places the mat- 
ter in a nutshell. It shows that the 
assembling and preparing of poultry 
for shipment is as much the business 
of producers as the actual growing 
of the birds, and the overhead ex- 
penses of preparing for shipping is 
largely governed by whether or not 
eevry member of the pool does his 
share of the work. The steps to be 
taken to form a pool are clearly set 
forth.

Reindeer In North 


Equalization Of Prices 


Four, Year Trek Expected To End! Same Price For Manufactured Pro- 


This Fall 

After a trek of four years across 
Alaska and the northern corner of 
the Yukon, nearly 3,000 reindeer 
which were purchased by the Cana- 
dian government in 1929, are now at 
the west side of the delta of the 
Mackenzie “river in the Northwest 
Territories, and wait the coming of 
winter when they will cross the 
mouth of the Mackenzie on the ice. 

Under the direction of experienced 
reindeer herders.the herd began the 
arduous 1,000-mile journey across the 
roof of the world from Napaktoolek 
in Western Alaska to the Mackenzie 
river delta in December, 1929. Early 
in January, 1934, the herd started on 
the 70-mile dash across the mouth 
of the Mackenzie from the west to 
the east side, but once out on the 
frozen river it was discovered that, 
owing to the high winds and _ bliz- 
zards which had prevailed during the 
winter, large stretches of the ice had 
been blown clear of snow, and as ‘the 
deer cannot travel on glare ice it was 
necessary to make frequent and long 
detours from the route originally 
selected in order to get footing for 
the animals. To stiil further intensify 
the difficulties, after they had been 
out for more than 48 hours on the 
ice a heavy blizzard arose and in the 
midst of this the deer stampeded 
back along their trail to the grazing 
area near Shingle Point where they 
bad spent last summer. 

Another attempt to cross the Mac- 
Kenzie will be made in the autumn 
of this year when the delta freezes 
over again and with the selection of 
another route across the ice, which 
past experience indicates is more sat- 
isfactory, it is believed the herd will 
be safely delivered to the Department 
of the Interior, who will place them 
on the winter grazing range to the 
east of the delta of the Mackenzie,

Equalization of wholesale prices on 
all goods enjoying protection in Can- 
ada and produced in this country was 
advocated by J. D. McKenna, St. 
John, N.B., publisher, before the royal 
commission conducting an inquiry in- 
to Nova Scotia’s economic situation. 

“Why should two cities largely en- 
joy all the benefits of the tariffs in 
this country?” he asked, after ex- 
plaining a scheme by which manu- 
facturers would absorb freight 
charges and place their products on 
the market at a uniform price—the 
Same in Halifax and Vancouver as in 
Toronto and Montreal. Following his 
address, Mr. McKenna was compli- 
mented by the chairman, Prof. John 
Harry Jones, of Leeds University, 
England, who questioned him further 
regarding the proposal. 

Replying, the speaker supplied 
figures to show that 85 per cent. of 
the goods manufactured in Canada 
came out of Ontario and Quebec. 
The final cost of a finished article in- 
cluded all the taxes imposed by gov- 
ernments, provincial and Dominion. 

‘As a result of this,” he declared, 
“we in the maritimes who buy these 
goods not only pay our own taxes 
but theirs as well—and that comes 
to a pile of money.” 

Equalization would help the cause. 
It would mean a_ standard price 
throughout the whole country. Prices 
as a whole would be adjusted with 
the purchasers in the central prov- 
inces bearing a more equitable share 
of the cost of production and those 
in the maritimes correspondingly re- 
lieved, he said.

It is pointed out 
that there is a considerable move- 
ment of such livestock from ranches 
to farms particularly during the fall 
of the year for feeding purposes. 
Lambs are often contracted to farm- 
ers and breeding ewes are sometimes 
sold to farmers on a poundage of 
lamb basis. Copies of standard con- 
tracts used for such purposes may 
also be obtained upon request from 
those mentioned above, 

In the case of ewes purchased un- 
der contract it is the custom for the 
rancher to deal directly with the 
farmer. This makes it desirable that 
the farmer be located within driving 
distance or a maximum of approxi- 
mately fifty miles from the rancher 
with whom he is dealing. 

The location and address of shcep 


ranchers is given on the map and 


those interested -in the feeding of 
lambs or in the purchase of ewes uti- 
der contract or otherwise may corre- 
spond directly with ranchers or with 
the secretaries of the associations 
mentioned, 

The preparation of this map is one 
of the results of an economic survey 
carried on in behalf of the sheep 
ranchers of Western Canada by the 
Economics Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture with the co-2>-ration 
of the Dominion Experimental Farms 
and Livestock Branches.

More Readable Type For Printing 
Bible Is Suggested 

Church officials in convention at 
New Plymouth in New Zealand con- 
sidered the manner: in which the 
Bible is arranged and printed, and 
their decision was that changes 
should be made, There were sugges- 
tions of brighter covers, a better ar- 
rangement of the reading matter and 
perhaps the use of some illustrations. 

Such things may be all right, but 
we were taken with the suggestion 
that there be more readable type 
used in printing the Bible. The New 
Zealand folk were certain that the 
Book was too hard for people to read 
because it was in nearly all cases 
printed in such small type. 

That protest should be sustained, 
says the Stratford Beacon-Herald. 
The idea of the small print may be 
to keep the book within reasonable 
size, thus making it easy to carry. 
But what is the use in making it easy 
to carry and at the same time mak- 
ing it hard to read? The average 
Bible is not nearly as easy to read as 
newspapers, and the reason is that 
newspapers pay a great deal of at- 
tention to securing the most read- 
able type faces. We hope the church

| ‘The Republic of Pahatia, divided 
iby the narrow canal zone strip, is 
one of the least known of the nations 
on the Western Hemisphere, and yet 
| Practically every school child kiows 
the Panama Canal, the great 
American - built, American - owned 
waterway connecting the Atlantic 
with the Pacific. 

Panama the Republic is one of the 
infants of thé New World, both in 
area and age, yet its history. dates 
back to the time of the earlicat 
European explorers of America. 

Columbus cruised in Panamanian 
bays on his fourth voyage in search 
of a short cut’ from Burope to 
Cathay. Balboe crossed this lean 
neck of land to discover the Pacific 
ocean, Later it enjoyed high rank 
among the leading Spanish colonies 
because rich men on the West coast 
of South America preferred to cross 
it rather than to “double” Cape Horn 
on their way to Europe. 

Panama's real advancement, how- 
ever, dates from, 1908, when the 
country changed from a department 
of Colombia to an independent state. 

In 1902 the. United States by treaty 
offered to pay the government of 
Colombia $10,060,000 in gold for con- 
cessions which would, make possible 
the building of a canal across Pana- 
ma and provided for an annuity of 
$250,000, beginning nine days after 
the ratification of this agreement. It 
further provided that the territory 
comprising the canal. zone should be 
neutral and under the guarantee of 
both countries. 

The Colombian’ senate voted 
against the acceptance of the treaty, 
| and as a result on November 4, 1903, 


i , 


Panama declared itself an independ- - 


ent republic. The United States 
troops prevented the land of Colom- 
bian forces at Colon and Acapulco, 
and the new republic was formally 
recognized by the United States’ on 
November 13, 1903. The treaty with 
the new republic was concluded a 
week later. 

Under the treaty the Republic of 
Panama granted to the United 
States a zone of land ten miles in 
width and extending five miles on 
either side of the centre of the canal, 
with the proviso that the cities of 
Panama and Colon should not be in- 
cluded within the grant. The com- 
pensation granted to Panama for 
this concession was the same as_pro- 
vided in the former offer to Colombia. 
The area measures 32,358 square 
miles, with a population of half a 
million. 

Actual’ work on the canal was 
started in 1904, but little progress 
was made until 1907, when the work 
was turned over to the engineer 
corps of the regular army under the 
direction of General G. W. Goethals, 
under whose efficient administration 
the gigantic work was -brought to a 
successful issue in August, 1914. 

Shaped like a crawling caterpil- 
lar, with its head touching Costa 
Rica on the north and its tail reach- 
ing southward to the forested moun- 
tains of Colombia, Panama, equal in 
area to the State of Maine, is known 
to few people beyond its borders be- 
cause its fame is overshadowed by 
the importance to the world >»f the 
Panama Canal and the Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Panama City, visited by nearly 

every passenger who debarks at 
Colon, from the frequent Mauretania 
cruises, the largest to call at Colon, 
is on the Pacific side of the canal. 
They find Panama City a shoppers’ 
paradise. The bay is still a fisher- 
man’s paradise. “Panama”, in the 
native Indian tongue, means “abund- 
| ant fish’. 
When Morgan, the pirate, sacked 
|old Panama City in 1671 more than 
1175 pack animals were needed to 
carry away the gold, silver and other 
| loot previously looted from _ the 
natives of the Spaniards. 

The old city was founded in 1516 
\and is the oldest town on the main- 
land of America. Tourists never fail 
to visit the old cathedral, the tower 
of which still stands although the 
greater part of the church's walls 
‘have fallen in. A tree is growing 
where the centre aisle used to be.
